of the application of each and every turn and fums (if any) previoufly 
advanced by fuch Colledtor of Excife to fuch Baronial Colledtor or 
Treafurer refpedtively, fetting forth, in alphabetical order, the names of 
all Militia Men to or for whofe Families any fuch Payments fliall have 
been made by tiich Baronial Colledtor or Treafurer, together with the date 
and amount of each Payment, and to whom the fame was made ; and no 
film advanced by any Colledtor of Excife f >r any of the faid purpofes fhall 
be allowed him, until fuch Account, fo -verified, of the application of every 
former advance made by him to the fame Perfoti fliall be produced, and 
delivered by fuch Colledtor of Excife to the proper Officer or Officers 
whofe duty it fliall be to audit or fettle his Accounts. 

. And be it further Enadted, That every fuch Baronial Colledtor fhall 16 
tranfmit to. the Clerk of the Peace of the County within which the Barony for 
which he is Colledtor fliall be fituate, and the Treafurer of any City or Town 
fliall tranfmit. to the Clerk of the Peace thereof, days previous 

to each Quarter Seffions, an Abftradt of all Orders which he fliall have 
received as aforefaid fince the laffc preceding Quarter Seffions, to be by the 
fai;d Clerk of the Peace laid 1 before the Justices at fuch Seffions; and it 
fhall. be lawful for the Juft ices there to let afide or alter any fuch Order of 
anv fuch Juftice as aforefaid, which upon due enquiry in. open Court upon 
Oath fliall appear to have. b,een fraudulently obtained, or not to be. war- 
ranted, by this Act; and in any fuch cafe, fuch Juftices at fuch Seffions fhall 
make an Order that fuch: Baronial: Colledtor or Treafurer fliall bring- in or 
caufe to be brought in the Order of fuch Juftice, and deliver the fame to 
the Clerk of the Peace- for fuch County, City or Town, and fuch Col- 
ledtor or Treafurer fhall, within days after the fervice of luch Order 

on him, bring in and deliver or caufe to be brought in and delivered the 
laid Order of the faid Juftice accordingly to fuch Clerk of the Peace, who 
fhall then, cancel the faid Order if the lame fhall be wholly fet afide, or if J 7
